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To THE HONORABLE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF NEW 
LONDON:— 

In transmitting to you and through you to the citi- 
zens of the town of New London, the first report of a 
superintendent of schools of the supervisory district 
formed under a vote of the town, I wish to pass over the 
ordinary statistical tables usually contained in such a- 
report to consider matters of more vital importance. 

This reorganization and combination of pupils into 
fewer schools with a larger number in each class, par- 
ticularly in the advanced grades have allowed your 
committee to adopt a schedule of studies as recommend- 
ed by the State Superintendent. 

This schedule of studies is the result of the experi- 
ence of the minds of the teachers of the State united 
with and modified by the best educational authorities of 
the nation. The main purpose has been to improve the 
standard in scholarship which time and experience have 
shown must be the foundation of educational develop- 
ment; namely, to write legibly, to read intelligently and 
to acquire accuracy and rapidity in the fundamental 
processes of arithmetic. 


This union of schools and classes beside the incen- 
tive which comes from a generous rivalry among larger 
classes, beside the increased knowledge gained from as- 
sociation with pupils from a larger area, has enabled us 
to put into effective use the unification of work. By 
this we mean the certain division of labor that may be 
accomplished by the average pupil in the different 
grades with pleasure and profit without the harmful 
nervous strain. This unification means that there 1s no 
impassable wall dividing one grade from ancther. one 
school from another; but that all have equal opportunt- 
ties and so far as their individual abilities allow are all 
well prepared for the higher institutions of learning. 

The indispensable accompaniment of this unifica- 
tion is thoroughness. There are certain aims toward 
which we are all working and which form the essentials 
of thoroughness. The first of these is disciplinary 
training, i. e.; the teaching of such subjects and some 
parts of all subjects that demand of the pupil the exer- 
cise of their will power to concentrate their thoughts on 
the point in question in order to acquire that mental 
growth which leads to power. The power to govern

himself and the power with each succeeding day to do 
better than he himself did the day before. 


| Added to the above requirements the endeavor has 
been made that the teachers will be so thoroughly and 
so enthusiastically interested in their work that the pu- 
pil will become imbued with the enthusiasm and well di- 
rected enerey of the teacher. I believe that this sys- 
tem through the hearty co-operation of the teachers is 
being successfully carried on. 


I trust the parents will avail themselves of the op- 
portunity to visit the schools, become acquainted with 
their work and I do not doubt that they will see as I 
have seen the progress that has been made. 


Since the opening of the schools in September we 
have been very fortunate in not having a change of 
teachers except in one instance and I wish to speak a 
word of commendation for Miss Wells, who left her 
school in such a good condition that the incoming teach- 
er could and did take up the work without loss of time. 


I do not wish to particularize the schools and teach- 
ers but I can commend them all for faithful and consci- 
entious work and for the cheerfulness with which they 
have carried out my suggestions. 


I am glad also to commend the work in music and 
recommend its retention. 


Among other things which could be safely intro- 
duced without the need of a special teacher are drawing 
and elementary agriculture. 


I offer at this time, however, no argument upon 
those subjects for I wish to call your attention to an im- 
mediate and pressing need. I refer to the necessity of a 
comfortable, well appointed and modern building ‘‘on 
the hill,’’ which in point_of architecture will be a matter 
of pride to the citizens, sufficient for the accommodation 
of the pupils for a quarter of a century and in harmony 
with the history of the town as an educational center.
